me of having eriminal relations with Mre,
Crow, and attempted to assgault her, and
while T was attempting to prevent the ns-
sault she struck me a number of timeés with
her fiste, 1 asked her to retract the charges
agulnst me, as they were not true, but she
would not, and I then left her bed and
glept In the only vacant bed in the house
nnd locked the door at night. Mrs, Crow
nlro asked her to retract the charges agalnst
her and she would leave, but she would not,
and she also locked her door at night, for
Mrs. Schafter repeatedly threatened to kill
her. Mrs. Crow sald she would leave If she
retracted the charges agninst her, hut never
would until she did. Mrs, Schaffer testified
at the trial that she did not belleve that any
criminal relations existed, and If she had
made tis acknowledgement at the time she,
In her anger, had made the chariges the pres-
ent condition of affalrs might have been
averted.
